Hotel Night Clerk Talks. 


Henry Johnson, night clerk at the 
New Commercial Hotel, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“Baker. works for Mark Gumberts at 
the Louisiana Club, 6603 Delmar boule- 
vard. He came in about 1 a. m An 
hour later Don and Duke Killian, ac- 
companied by a young man they called 
‘Jeans,’ arrived at the hotel and asked 
to see him. The Killians went away

fice, guarding Baker, I suppose. 

“This young man was smooth-faced, 
well dressed, had black hair and eyes

A farmer two miles from the 
scene of the explosion was itnjured by 
a flying bolt. 

Joe Johnson, a tower man, was hurled 
from his tower 200 feet into a field, 
but was not hurt.

Coroner Fensville of Kankakee Coun- 
ty began an investigation of the disas- 
ter this morning. The railroad company 
says the car contained gunpowder, but 
information has reached the Coroner 
that it was loaded with dynamite.

“Jews, O, Sons of Pity. this te ad- 
dressed te any one ef you who knews 
aman named Morris Friedman, from 
the province ef Grodna, Russia, who 
deserted his wife and two children. 

‘“T am his wife and am without means. 
I have not enough to live f-em day to 
day. 

“He went away with his own sister. 
Perhaps some of you know him. He is 
a vestmaker. You will do the great- 
est act of charity te find this man fo- 
me, an unfortunate woman. 

‘Sophia Friedman, 1001 Brown street, 
Philadelphia.”

I 
have not yet received a reply. I have 
also wired to my relatives in Texas’ to 
learn whether they have undertaken 
any such search without my knowledge.

“IT expect my husband to return to St. 
Louls Wednesday or Thursday. We 
planned a trip to Europe and I .have 
been making preparations for the jour- 
ney.

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THE TERMINAL PLANS. 
General Manager William S. McChesney Jr. of 
the St. Louis Terminal Railway Association gave 
in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch a most interesting de- 





scription of ‘he plans of his association to im-— 


prove the terminal facilities in St. Louis. In con- 
nection with it he discussed the present status of 
the association. | 

Mr. McChesney draws an alluring pigture of the 
Terminal Association as merely a common termi- 
nal system having no longer the characteristics 
of an oppressive monopoly. He says that with 
the abolition of the bridge arbitrary—and he in- 
sists that it is completely abolished, the charge 
within the 100-mile radius being for service only— 
and with the fixing of St. Louis as the rate-basing 
point, the association has complied with all the 
demands of the Post-Dispatch and the commercial 
organizations of St. Louis. He ranks St. Louis 
as having the cheapest and best terminal system 
in the country. He says that freight is handled 
here with more expedition than in any other rail- 
way center, cars now averaging only 15% hours 
for delivery on the association’s tracks between 
the railroads and the shippers. 

Undoubtedly, under the Post-Dispatch’s persis-

which the association has prepared and whic’) 


ing from the standpoint of physical improvements 
pressingly needed for the handling of St. Louis 
traffic, there is little to criticize in those plans. 
They are comprehensive and are designed to sup- 
ply the additional facilities required. 

The questions to be considered by the Municipal 
Assembly touch the conditions upon which the 
franchise necessary to the carrying out of the 
plans are to be granted. The ordinance immedi- 
ately under consideration is that granting the use 
of a large area of wharfage between Ashley and 
North Market streets. The points to be conserved 
are: 

1, Guarantees against exclusive monopoly, and 
discriminating charges. 

2. Adequate rental, taking into consideration the 
benefits to both the city and to the railroads. 

The pending bill provides for a rental of $2.40 
per square for all city land used by the associa- 
tion. In view of the fact that the additional 
trackage will mutually benefit the eity and the 
railroads, it is not to be expected that rental for 
the full value of the land: will be charged. But 
is the specified rental sufficient? Is the use of 
the tracks for railroads outside of the association 
sufficiently guaranteed under the general laws and 
Ordinances? Ought there not to be a specific 
clause guaranteeing this use upon equal terms 
with the inside railroads? No time limit for the 
completion of the work of filling in the wharf is 
designated in the ordinance. A reasonable limit 
should be inserted. 

The Post-Dispatch is in favor of granting the 
largest facilities necessary for the efficient hand- 
ling of all St. Louis traffic upon reasonable terms. 
But we insist upon fair dealing at every point and 
complete guarantees against monopoly oppression.

ANTITOXIN FOR THE LOVE BACILLUS 


Ingenuous Comment for the Post-Dispatch.

R. CHALMERS, medical officer of the City of Glas- 
|) gow, attributes the high rate of mortality from 

spotted fever to kissing. Kissing, he declares, is 
an unmistakable carrier of disease and should be dis- 
couraged. 


Other physicians before him have made this depressing 
sratement. Yet, though the death rate may go up or 
down, the kissing rate remains forever stationary, com- 
prising at one time or another about every human be- 
ing alive. 


I except, of course, from this sweeping statement all 
the- young women ‘‘who have never been kissed’’ and 
that one impeccable man, Gladstone Dowie. 

From the fact that the frequent proclamations by doc- 
tors of the danger that lurks in the kiss are invariably fruitless of results, I 
think we may assume that if the physicians really wish to abolish the gentle 
practice they are not going about it the right way. 

Perhaps the sense of peril was about all the kiss lacked to make it per- 
fect, and this the discovery of the deadly microbe conveyed by it has supplied. 
The men and women who lived before the microbe was discovered must have 
found their kisses sadly devoid of flavor. 

Now we may, if we are of an analytical nature, smack our lips over a 
varied assortment of pneumonia and spotted fever germs, to say nothing of the 
less insidious bacteria of less deadly diseases. 

Physicians who have discovered under a miscroscope all these diseases that 
surround the kiss seem persistently to overlook the deadliest. peril, the love 
bacillus. Love is the deadliest malady in the world, the most universal, the 
easiest to contract, the hardest to recover from. The kiss almost invariably con- 
veys this disease, and compared with its microbe the germs of pneumonia are 
kind and benevolent. They at least kill us or let us recover, wher@as the love 
microbe, once it makes itself thoroughly at home in the human heart, can never 
be dispossessed from it. 

Let some friendly physician with the real interests of his kind at heart tell 
as what to do to eliminate the love bacillus from our minds and lives. There 
are more than enough doctors to deal with pneumonia and spotted fever. As 
things are, the impulse that urges Edwin to implant his lips on Angelina is 
merely the insidious urgtng of the love bacillus lurking on her rosy meuth and 
acting as a “come-on” for the other germs. 

So long as the love bacillus is withput its antitoxin, and physicians give 
their scientific attention to such uninteresting maladies as rabies, typhoid, diph- 
theria and meningitis, {ps will meet lips, and the microbes thereof profit by 
the encounter. ;

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OAMEMBERT, BRIE AND ROQUEFORT 


How the Popular After-Dinner Cheeses Are Made Described 
for the Post-Dispatch, 





HE use of the finer grades of 
i ripened cheese served with light 
toasted biscuits or crackers as a 
dessert, ls becoming more general and, to 
@ very marked extent, has supplanted 
the rich and heavy pastries so highly 
prized by our grandmothers. Very 
likely you have acquired a keenly dis- 
criminating taste for Rocquefort, or 
Brie, or Camembert, the three most pop- 
ular of the after-dinner cheeses. But 
how much can you say ut any one 
of them? What is the , aeter tt of 
your favorite, of what milk is it made 
and where, d how comes its name. 

In an interesting pamphlet recent!s 
issued by the Bureau of Animal Indys- 
try of the Department of Agriculture, 
it is stated that the genuine Camem- 
bert is made of milk of the best Nor- 
mandy cattle, usually reduced to 3% per 
cent fat, heated in Summer to 77 de- 
grees F. and in winter to 8 degrees 
F., with enough rennet added to curdle 
the mijJk in 2 hours. It is then dipped 
into specially made hoops without cut- 
ting the curdle, and allowed to drain 
over night. Next day it is twice salted 
with a fine crystalline salt, after which 
it is allowed to ripen in a tempera- 
ture of from 53 to 59 degrees F. for a 
period of from 2 to 4 weeks, long 
enough to cover the cheese with the 
desired “mold.” It is then wrapped in 
paraffine paper or tinfoil of two stand- 
ard sizes, viz: 44 and 3 inches in diam- 
eter and about 1% inches thick. 

The name “Camembert” is attributed 
to the superiority of a “ripened” cheese 
made at a dairy some 2 or 3 kilometers 
from the Camembert Church, situated 
well off the main road 8 kilometers 
southwest of the village of Vi- 
woutiers, in Normandy, France. 
The product of this dairy  bear- 
ing the name of ‘‘Camembert’’, some- 
thing over a century ago, gave its 
name to this whole type of cheese which 
is now manufactured in a section of 
France west and north of Paris as far 
as Cherbourg, and particularly and 
around the town of Lisieux, although 
the original Camembert dairy still ex- 
lists and is turning out a few hundred 
cheeses a day. 

The Brie cheese is very similar to 
Camembert and its method of manu- 
facture is almost the same, there being 
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ripening which probably prevents de 
velopment of mold so markedly as in 
Camembert. It. is made of cow's milk. 
in the Department of Drie, France, east 
and northeast of the Seine. In superfi- 
cial appearance it is itke the Camem- 
bert, of exactly the same standard 
thickness, but always larger in diam- 
eter. ae 

Roquefort is the only one of the kroup 
not made of cow's milk, being a producé 
of sheep's milk entirely; althangh often? 
it is erroneously stated that Roquefort 
is a goat’s-milk Geese. It is manufac~ 
tured in the Department of Aveyron, 
principally in the town of Roquefort and 
in some of the adjoining districte of 
Southern France. The process of ripen- 
ing Roquefort in natural caves in the 
mountains which abound in the district 
where it is made, and which are always 
moist from the gradual dripping of wa- 
ter from above, and cooled by air curt 
rents from borings or tunné@is te the 
opposite mountain side, gives it a pe 
culilarly delicious flavor tobe experi- 
enced but not described. 

These cheeses are recognized by their 
moldy rind. ‘ihe interfor should be-a 
fairly firm homogeneous maass,,waxy Or 
buttery soft, ‘to be spread easily upon a 
biscuit with a knife, although some 
connoisseurs prefer Camembert soft 
enough to run almost as a liquid from 
the paraffine paper or tinfoil 
opened. The taste of Roquefort, Camem- 
bert and Brie is piquant, satisfyingly 
high-flavored, but never sharp or biting 
like some of the other fine varteties, 
The Roquefort seems at present to have 
the greatest vogue as an after-dinnér 
cheese, but Camembert !s rapidly gain- 
ing in favor. As a stomach tonic and 
aid to digestion, these cheeses—espe-
